I've 
got a respectable job. and i m sceptical 
myself, but there s no other way to descnbe 
what I've seen other than a UFO."

A TAUNTON mum

AN EX-POLICEMAN who 
believes real UFOs have 
been spoiled in the skies 
above Scarborough will be 
speaking of his claims on 
the town’s airwaves. 

Tony Dodd, a former a 
sergeant in the North 
Yorkshire Police Force who 
now devotes his life lo 
investigating strange 
happenings, will be inter¬ 
viewed by DJ Barry 
Robinson on his Yorkshire 
Coast Radio show 
tomorrow. 

Mr Dodd now investigates 
real live X-Files. writes for 
the international UFO 
Magazine and speaks at 
conferences all around the 
world about his findings. 

Among his investigations

He claims many have 
been intercepted by military 
aircraft as pan of a lop 
secret Covenvneni plan.

I f Darren Langley won a 
jackpot on the National 
Lottery he would like to 
buy himself the time to in¬ 
dulge his fascination with Uni¬ 
dentified Flying Objects. 

Darren, aged 20, from Holly¬ 
wood, Birmingham, is a mem¬ 
ber of the British UFO Re¬ 
search Association and has 
been interested in the phenom¬ 
ena since he heard a radio pro¬ 
gramme four years ago. 

The Staffordshire Univcnity 
student subscribes to four put^ 
licaiipns about UFOs, attends 
co^^nces with fellow Ufolo- 
gislWnd last year did a project 
for Solihull College on the sub- 
ject. 

This is quite a passion for 
someone who is not even sure 
if they exist. 

“I keep an open mind,’ he 
said. “A UFO is any phenome¬ 
non that can’t be identified. 
Sometimes people think they 
have seen UFOs, but they 
haven’t. People often mistake 
Jupiter for a UFO, but that’s 
misinterpretation. 

“If something can’t be ex¬ 
plained as an aeroplane or a 
star or a planet or anything 
else then it’s classed as a 
UFO." 

So has he ever seen one? 
“No," said Darren and though 
he casts his eyes to the skies

frequently he is not a member 
of an organised UFO-spoiting 
group. 

“I did have a ve^ vivid 
dream that I was walking along 
a street near my house in Stoke 
on Trent when a UFO flew 
straight past and started doing 
these bizarre manoeuvrcs. 

“The strange thing was that 
one of the people I live with 
said he had had a dream that 
night in which he was flving 
around in a lest plane." 

What interests Darren is the 
interpreuiion of UFOs. One 
theory is that they are the tech¬ 
nology of aliens. Another is 
that they are natural phenom¬ 
ena and Darren is still keeping 
an open mind as to which in¬ 
terpretation he prefers. 

At the moment he is inter¬ 
ested in what is known as the 
Roswell Incident, when some¬ 


thing landed in the New Mex¬ 
ico Desert in July 1947. 

At the time the press, includ¬ 
ing the London Times, re- 
poned that a flying saucer had 
landed. It was believed there 
had been alien beings on 
board. 

Soon afterwards the US Air 
Force said it was an air bal¬ 
loon. Jessie Marcell, a member 
of the US Air Force sent to as¬ 
sess the wreckage, initially said 
It was a flying saucer. Later he 
faced the press saying it was a 
balloon but, before his death in 
the 70s, he said it could not 
have been a balloon after all. 

A film which some believe to 
have been an autopsy of the 
aliens who landed was recently 
discovered and screened on 
Channel 4 and at a conference 
in Sheffield which Darren at¬ 
tended. 

It showed shon. bald beings 
with oversized heads and six 
fingers and six toes. “People at 
the conference were either say¬ 
ing its definitely genuine or 
definitely fake," said Darren. 
“I’m keeping an open mind. 

"It’s possible that thev were 
time travellers from the future. 
It’s also possible that the film's 
a hoax. There’s always people 
who want to cash in on these 
things. That makes Ufologists 
quite wearv." 


Damn believes that his inter 
est in UFOs has changed hi 
perception on other aspects o 
life. 

“I like to think that I’ve go 
quite a wide perception.” hi 
said. “It makes me mon 
open-minded. It means 1 don'' 
necessarily believe exactly wha: 
people are saying. I’m not sav¬ 
ing I don’t believe them but I 
think about what their percep¬ 
tion might be. 

“It makes you quite philo¬ 
sophical about life. I'm not a 
very religious person, it could 
be a substitute for that.

It’s basi¬ 
cally down to opin¬ 
ion and how people perceive 
certain events." 

Darren, who is studying elec¬ 
tronic media at university, says 
he sometimes thinks it would 
be interesting to make a career 
out of his interest in UFOs. 

“It’s not really a professional 
thing," he says. “Only a couple 
of people make a living from it 
and they are basically authors. 

“It would be an interesting 
field to work in. but if 1 did 
I'd have to develop other inter¬ 
ests to balance it, otherwise its 
too easy to get stuck down a 
certain alley. It’s important to 
keep an open mind."
